That our country has nut enjoyed the ben- 
efit of such a statute, save for a brief peri- 
which followed the commercial! disasters 
of 1887, is due not so much perhaps to the 
_ Opinion of our people adverse to such en- 
actments, as to the partial and incomplete 
relief which imsolvents have found under 
State laws, and to the rapidity with which 
that class of unfortunates have usually re- 
_ trleved their commercial mishaps. Butit is 
Who thet the 
Christendom, we are those who have most 
frequent oceasion to invoke that detit-ex- 
-punging process which all bankropt lawsare 
invented to legalize. In this country where 
the gains of commerce are unusually large, 
where material wealth is so universally 
distributed, and where no monopolies op- 
press the many for the benefit of the few, 
bankruptcies are fearfully frequent and the 
uncertainty of all commercial operations is 
notorious and proverbial. The reason is 
not in the prodigality of our people, nor in 
their want of commercial experience and 
knowledge ; but in that ill-contrived and ru- 
‘q inous banking system which is not ridiculous 
* and farcical only because it bassuch unlim- 
ited potency for mischief. Probably nine- 
tenths of the bankruptcies in the United 
States are directly traceable to it. Indeed, 
when we see what that system is—how it 
makes money plenty and inflates prices to- 
day by the foods of paper which it pours 
out from sixteen hundred rag-mills, each 
competing with the others, and all without 
any regulation or control—how — it 
lation and over-trading just 
at the dime when the “ breaks” should be put 
on, and how, at the moment that the 
debtors, deluded by the fictitious values 
which it has created, need: relief, its ‘whole 
strength is necessarily pat forth to save 
‘itself from ruin—when we see these things 
repeated again and again, each time with 
new aggravations and more serious losses, 
we need only wonder that any business 
man escapes. Few do. Of the mer- 
chants doing business In our cities, a very 
large majority have, at ome time or anvther, 
been compclied to suspend--to get exten- 
sion upon extension—to compromise—in 
other words, to fall. The ordeal is almost 
universal ; and the iniquitous paper money 
system jg the pregnant cause. 

We herve long been of the opinion that 
any nation which permits its sovereign 
prerogative—coining money and issuing 
bills of credit to circulate as money—to 
be invaded as that prerogative is inva- 
ded in our country—which gives up 
the entire busingss of the people to the 
hazards and los¢es which any tampering 
© with the coin of the nation, or that which 
supplies the place of coin in the transac- 
tions of commerce—is mainly responsible 
for the consequences, and that it is bound 
by every obligation of honor and honesty |

these are all embraced in .the plan of

trade conducted with honesty and common 
prudence have prostrated. The English 
law ought here to have been the model for 
imitation.“ That divides debtors into three 
classes, by the result of judicial inquiry ; 
and as they are classified, their moral status 
ag business men is indubitably fixed, and 
the opportunities of the flagrantly dishon- 


est for future mischief, are narrowed down ; 


door open to unlimited fraud and abuse. 
The Assignee should be a public officer un-

This is the universal feeling in Europe 
and it is idle to expect that the sympa- 
thies of the masses will be enlisted on our 
side, while the war continues to be conduct- 
ed on pro-slavery principles. Europeans 
see that the secessionists are in savage 
earnést, and fight murderously, because 
they have a fixed idea for which they fight, 
and that is, the establishment of a Slave 
Empire ; hence, their campaign is fire and 
sword. European people perceive that the 
North is intent on conJucting the war in 
the way best. calculated to inflict the 
least possible injury on slavery, 
absurd notion of

as before the war. The people of Europe 
have no symyathy and little toleration, for 
sith programme.

supply, in consequence of the blockade. | 
The revenues of the British Government 
are falling off; the exports and imports of 
the merchanis have greatly diminished, and 
and hard times and distress are sett! 
Law| down on bothislands. The cause 
| tributed to the American war and the 
Llockade. The British people want cotton, 
and the aristocracy want the Union dis- 
{ severed. The former, regarding it as a 
pro-slavery war on both sides, have united 
with the latter in the purpose of breaking 
the blockade.

BETWEEN TWO FIRES, 

One of the objects Great Britain has in 
view in picking a quarrel and going to war 
with this country, is to place the loyal 
States between two foreign and hostile pow- 
ers, and to reduce the territorial limits of 
this Republic to a long, narrow strip, ze- 
sembling somewhat the shape of an Hour- 
glass, with British Canada for a Northern. 
and Secessia under a British protectorate for 
a Southern boundary. The seceded States 
would owe their independence to British 
intervention and assiftance, and their fu- 
ture existence to a British alliance, which 
in effect would be a protectorate. In re- 
turn for such protection, England would 
stipulate for a monopoly of their trade— 
buying their cotton and paying for it 
in manufactures.

Sanitary Commission. 

The Sanitary Commission has just issued a 
circular, stating the general objects and re- 
sults of ita organization, and appealing for ad- 
ditional contributions for their prosecution. 
The financial statement shows that they have 
| received over $28,000 in money, of which, ac- 
| cording to the latest report, about $18,000 have 
been expended in salaries and traveling expen- 
ses, printing, hospital supplies, &c., the latter 
item, including nurses, amounting to $2,506. 
The amount still op hand is about $10,000— 
the monthly expenses of the Commission ay- 
eraging about $5,000 month—“a trifie,’’ as 
the report justly says, “‘compared with what 
the private charity of the country can afford 
to contribute toward saving the lives of oar 

"—and trife, it might have been 
added, compared with what it will contribute, 
if satisfied that the process is at unee the most 
effective and economical. Of the amount thus 
far contributed, one-third has been derived 
from various Life Insurance Companies, one 
of these institutions having given the munif- 
cent donation of 
three others $1,000 each. 

The working staff of the Commission till 
recently consisted of six Inspectors. The 
number is now fncreased to fifteen, most of 
whom are physicians. The duty of these In- 
-apectors is two-fold. First, they “ travel from 
camp to camp, pointing out defects and sug- 
gesting improvements in camp police, venti- 
lation of tents and drainage, camp- 
cooking, the supply quality of wafer, and

These Chief came first to Kan- 
sas, from the weet of Arkansas, and met Major 
General Hunter in Council, and are attended 
here by Agent Cutler, and Mr. Carruth, a 
friend of Gen. Lane’s; also by the son of Com- 
missioner Dole, who was the bearer of dis- 
patches from the Indian to Gen. Han- 
ter, as to the mat? ers in the Council.

Miceo Hutka (White Chief, ) having approach- 
ed slowly and shaken bands with Comuwission- 
er Dole, said : “I would like to relate from 
the start, how things are among our people.” 

Commissioner—I shall be glad to hear. 

Mico Hutka,— When first we got news 
that the United State had split, we made up 
our minds not to take sides either way. After 

that the Southern men came among us and 
sald the United States were gone, the treaties 
were not good af more, and that our only 
chance was to join them. We did not know 
bow it was, but waited to learn the truth. 
We have an old man, one of our Nation, who 
has been in all the treaties, and he told me 
White Chief} to come and see how it was. 
eame to Kansas and met this man (pointing 
to Mr. Carruth) at Humboldt, and through 
bim I met General Lane, who was with his 
army, who told me to try and bring on a r 
delegation, and to heve Mr. Carruth write 
some letters for some of our men to come on, 
and I took hie letters and went back. By the 
time I had go ot back to my ple, I found 
they had ? it and parted. Bome had gone 
North and some South. A reward of 3500 
had been offered for my head, and another 
reward was out for Mr. Carruth, and no 
chance te deliver the letters, and I took the 
letters and our few chiefs and head men now 
bere and came on to Kansas again. Times 
were so we could not reside in our own coun- 
try, and we bad to look to the North and the 
treaties for help. Hence we have come on 
here. There sits the second head chief, 
inting to Oct-tah-has-has Harjo—Panther 
ier with the butt of his gun,) who will tell 
you more about it 

Oct-tah-has-has Harjo (shaking hands with 
Commissioner Dolc) said: 

I have a por, sore throat, and not able to 

speak much. I believe it was the will of 

rovidence that I should meet yout to-day. It 
was bad, very bad times there when left. 
There were many there trying to gei all our 
tribes to join Confederacy. They had tried 
all the Creeks, Chickasaws, Cherokees, Choc- 
taws, Seminoles, Wichitas and others. We 
were told the North were coming to take our 
property and would keep po more any treaty 
with us, and were coming there with their a- 
my to take us and all our roperty. All we 
could do was to cross our hand: wid look up. Our 
Olid Man, the Chiet, said, net so: treaties 
could not be broke at all, The Southern men 
tried to make us belicve there were no more 
any treaties existing, and hence we have come 
on. A boywhen he gets into any , goes 
to his father, and we have come Om here in our 
difficulty, to our Great Father. Now we are 
satistie d he was right, and that the South is 
wrong, and they are on the right side in still 
holding on to the United States. One 
Albert Pike, gave out word that if any town 
or tribe did not joia the Sou oe were cne- 
mies. had to retreat. worse 

and w apd harder and and they 
seul hite north, and they pe 
cuted ws more and more. We have no Oppor- 
tunity to defend ourselves, although the U 
among us are the nore numerous. 
Texans mere on one side of us, and oe 
Southern men on ances, and we had to back 
out.

We have, they 
said, claims to treaties of the United States, 
and may expect assistance, and to-day! have 
come to tell you how we have suffered.

Commisstoner.—1 am giad to hear this his- 
tory of these things from your Chief, about 
the Red Children of your Great Father, who 
are in the South.

It 
ls hardly to be supposed that all the world 
would side with England ina question of mar- 
itime rights if public law were really against 
her; apd if it be true that she makes the body 
of our offence to be the fact that Capt. Wilkes 
did not take the Trent into some port to have 
the question properly adjudicated, then the 
law officers of the Crown have merely taken 
the view already assumed by Capt. Wilkes and 
Secretary Welles. Capt. Wilkes says that the 
only reason why he did not take the Trent was 
that he could not spare a crew to navigate her. 
Secretary Welles says it is to be regretted that 
he did not take her. Thus a very obvious 
peaceable solution of the difficulty is pre- 
sented. 
Shall we have a war with England in any 
event? I think not, unless it shall appear that 
England has deliberately predetermined to 
fight us. Nothing has yet transpired indica- 
ting such a policy on her part, and surely she 
whuld not be sustained in such a course by 
other European powers, So far as yet appears, 
the question is one of mere law, and however 
distasteful and humiliating it may be to sur- 
render Mason and Slidell, if the law is so 
clearly against us as to be pronounced that way

Hereafter all matter received in this city by 
either company addressed to soldiers, and 
others, at Camp Douglas, will be sent imme- 
diately to the Camp Douglas Agency for de- 
livery; also, whatever matter the soldiers may 
have to forward will be received and receipted 
at the same place, making a trip to the city 
and return for such business entirely un- 
necessary. Particular attention will be given 
to the reeefying and forwarding of small 
amounts of money by the soldiers to their 
friends and relatives—every convenience be- 
ing furnished for enclosing, addressing and re- 
ceipting for same, so that, in case of loss or 
detention, no trouble or expense will be 
caused thereby—the forwarders only having 
to present their receipts to the agent, who will 
cause a satisfactory investigation to be made, 
and the amount refanded, if lest. Soldiers 
will find thie a safe and expeditions way of 
forwarding money, as the package will be 
taken direct, and delivered to the party to 
whom it is addressed. 

A special rate is made for all persona busi- 
ness of the soldicrs, cqual toa deduction of 
one-half of the regular rates. Packages of $50 
or less, are taken to all points on railroads 
reached by either Company in this State, Wis- 
eonsin, lowa, Missouri, Indiana, Ohio or Mich- 
igan, at 25 cents each; beyond these States, 
and for larger amounts, or for other business, 
charges are made in proportion. In writing to 
their friends, who are to send packages, or 
other matter to them, the soldiers will please 
request the shippers to be sure and mark such 
matter “Camp Douglas,” giving the name of 
company and number of regiment you are at- 
tached to.
